County Assessor Urges All 
To Study Their Tax Bill

On Friday and Saturday, 
Nov. 8 and 9, and Nov. 15 
and 16, the annual Sale of 
Roses and pens will take 
place in front of stores, 
bank and other places of 
business on Sierra Madre 
Boulevard.

County Assessor Phil Watson today urged everyone 
to take a good, long look at his tax biil. 

Off hand, this would seem to be an unnecessary piece 
of advice. How does one 
avoid looking at his tax 
bill? 

However, Watson wants 
people to do more than just 
take an anguished look at 
the total tax bite. He’d like 
them to read the entire bill 
before they begin organiz¬ 
ing lynching parties. 

“I’m responsible for that 
little box headed, ‘Assessed 
Valuations as determined by 
Philip E. Watson, Assessor,’ 
on the left-hand side of the 
bill, just above the 'Pay 
Early — Avoid Penalties’ 
warning,” Watson said. 

“But by Itself, our assess¬ 
ed value doesn’t have any¬ 
thing to do with how much 
taxes anyone has to pay. 

“Taxes are determined by 
what’s in the columns just 
to the right of the assessed 
valuations—the columns 
that show the taxing agen¬ 
cies and their tax rates.” 

The total tax rate shown 
at the bottom of the column 
represents so many dollars 
to be paid in taxes on every 
hundred dollars of assessed 
value. The tax rates are de¬ 
termined by the amount of 
money each taxing agency 
—the county, the cities, the 
schools, water agencies, 
flood control, etc.—votes to 
spend. Watson said people 
frequently ask him why he 
doesn’t assess property at 
10 per cent of market value 
instead of 25 per cent, 
thinking this would lower 
their taxes. 

“It wouldn’t make any 
difference,’’ Watson said. 

“Since taxes are determined 
by budgets, if we cut all 
assessments in half, the tax 
rates would simply double, 
and the tax bite would stay 
the same.” 

The simplest proof that 
assessments do not set 
taxes is that houses with 
the same assessed value 
show different taxes in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the county. 

Watson pointed out that 
a resident of Beverly Hills 
whose home is assessed at 
$4,000 will pay $232.40 in 
taxes this year. A resident 
of Lso Angeles with th 
same kind of house and the 
same assessment must pay 
$.349.01. A resident of Clare¬ 
mont with the same kind of 
house and the same assess¬ 
ment must pay $408.82! 

In plain English, this 
means the same house can 
cost up to $175 more in 
taxes, depending on what 
part of the county you live 
in,” Watson said. 

However, the assessor 
does want every taxpayer 
to pay particular attention 
to his assessed value as 
shown on his tax bill. 

A typical assessment 
might look like this: 

Land .. 2000 

Improvements ._...3000 

Exemptions .1000 

Net Real Property .40(X) 

Net Personal Property 50 


Watson explained how to 
Interpret these figures. The 
first two items, Land and 
Improvements, represent the 
assessed value in dollars of 
one’s house and grounds. 
The exemption of $1,000 
means the taxpayer has 
qualified for his veteran ex¬ 
emption. ’The Net Real Prop¬ 
erty item is what’s left after 
the exemption is subtracted 
from the total of the first 
two items. 

The Net Personal Prop¬ 
erty is the amount of as¬ 
sessed value of one’s house¬ 
hold furnishings or other 
taxable personal property

BEALL — You get out of 
here. I can call the law and 
have you removed. 

HILLIS — I’ll get out all 
right but I’m going to see 
those papers. 

BEALL — Go on! Go 
peddle your papers. 

According to Hillls, as he 
turned to go, he called to 
Assistant Superintende n t 
Richardson and two other 
individuals in the office, 
and said: “I call you three 
people to witness what this 
man just said to me.” Hlllis 
then walked out the door. 

In commenting on his re¬ 
action to, and interpretation 
of such treatment, the re¬ 
tired teacher said: “I can 
see no justification for any 
public servant behaving in 
such a rude and illegal 
manner to a law-abiding 
citizens making a reason¬ 
able request for informa¬ 
tion. The obvious reason for 
Superintendent Beall’s wish 
to dissuade me from my 
examination of the records, 
is that the particular group 
of purchase orders covering 
the last two weeks of the 
fiscal year 1961-62 showed 
expenditures of over $107,-

This protest, in the form 
of a letter, has been sent to 
Dr. C. C. Trillingham, Coun¬ 
ty Superin tendent of 
Schools, with copies going 
to the Monrovia School 
Board.

HILLIS — ’These are pub¬ 
lic documents, and I have a 
right to see them.

THE LARGE ARROW points to that part of your tax 
bill which shows the ossessed value of your property, 
determined by the Coimty Assessor, Philip E. Wat¬ 
son. Watson hopes every taxpayer will take the time 
to see exactly how his taxes are calculated (tax rate 
time total net assessed value) and how the tax money 
is apportioned (in column alongside the assessed 
value box).

“If your assessment works 
out at more than your hon¬ 
est opinion of the market 
value of your property, we 
want to hear from you,’’

"If our assessment works 
out at less than your honest 
opinion of market value, we 
don’t really expect to hear 
from you,” Watson contin¬ 
ued. But you’ll undoubtedly 
be hearing from us.” 

Next year's reappraisal 
program Is concentrating on 
those assessments which are 
most out of line with cur¬ 
rent market value. Watson 
explained. 

So anyone whose assess¬ 
ment is either much too 
high or much too low can 
expect a change next year.
